The first is to educate all Penn- 
sylvanians concerning the nature 
of cancer. The second is to pre- 
vent cancer by eliminating haz- 
ards in employment. The third 
is to lessen the cancer death rate 
by early treatment. 


Cancer took a toll of 15,481 lives 


in Pennsylvania in 1950, ranking 
as the second leading cause of 
death. Heart disease was first with 
33,474 deaths. 


Although the state division of 


cancer control has been in exist- 
ence since 1946, the new statewide 
anti-cancer campaign is the first 
attempt by the state to undertake 
mass cancer education and treat- 
ment. 


The 1951 general assembly co- 


operated in the move by allocat- 
ing a record $600,000 for can- 
cer control work during the next 
two years. 


The biggest chunk, $350,000, 


was earmarked for the Institute 
of Cancer Research at Fox Chase, 
Philadelphia. The remaining $250,- 
000 will finance the work of the 
cancer control division. 


The 5350,000 institute appropri- 


ation is the biggest cancer re- 
search grant ever made by the 
state. Dr. Russell E. Teague, | 
state health secretary, said the 
institute will keep the state in- 
formed periodically of its activi- 
ties and discoveries. 


The federal government has 


matched the $250,000 earmarked 
by the legislature for state super- 
vised cancer control work, making 
a total of $500,000 available in the 
next two years. 


The state's cancer control cam- 


paign is bseing pushed, said Dr. 
Clark, by a series of cancer educa- 
tion courses and lectures. 
Also, 


the state is helping to finance 84 
cancer diagnostic clinics. 


'No! No!1 Says Penn State As 
Rah-Rah Boys Invade Dorm 


State College, April 9— (JP) — 


Students at Penn State College 
were warned that "severe action" 
will follow any more 
outbreaks 


such as on Monday night when a 
mass raid was 
made on girls' 


dormitories. 


The warning was issued yester- 


day by the college disciplinary 
committee, which includes repre- 
sentatives of the students, faculty 
and administration. 


The raid was staged by more 


than 2,000 male students who In- 
vaded the coeds' quarters in quest 
of lingerie souvenirs. 


Despite a barrage of water and 


the contents of inkwells the youths 
forced their way into the build- 
ings and ran out with their sou- 
venirs. 
Two students, a youth 


and a girl, were slightly injured in 
the scuffle. 
Their 
names were 


withheld. 


"If there is any repetition of this 


incident, the college will tak« se- 
vere action against all participants 
who can be identified through ex- 
haustive investigation," the com- 
mittee said in a statement. 


Daniel DeMarino, assistant dean 


of men, said it was believed the 
students got the idea for the raid 
from a magazine account of a 
similar incident at a mid-western 
college.

Most Christian writers agree that some of the symbolism of 


Easter is taken from pagan rites. The early authorities often ac- 
cepted the symbolism, but insisted that the pagans worshipped 
devils. 
These authorities took great care to separate Christian 


from pagan interpretations. 
Some modern writers suggest the 


pagans worshipped God as best they knew and that some of their 
rites contained premonitions of the Resurrection. 


Since Easter comes in spring, many spring rites became Easter 


ceremonies. 
The English word for Easter derive* from Eostre, 


Anglo Saxon goddess V spring. 


Many of the old gods, Tammuz, Osiris, Mithras and others, 


were believed by their followers to have been resurrected. 
Since 


the idea of resurrection was not new to these people, they accepted 
Christianity more readily when they were told that Jesus Christ had 
lived and died, and been resurrected. 


Pagans also kindled fires on mountain tops in religious cere- 


monies. 
Young people who wanted successful marriages often 


leaped over these fires. There, were fires in earlv Easter celebra- 
tions too. 
The old custom is dying, but is still found in some 


remote parts of Europe. 


In the early church, mass baptisms at Easter time symbolhed 


the Resurrection.

Wilson would not let his company go Into the manufacture of such

SACRIFICIAL GIVING 


Text: And He called unto Him His disciples, and salth unto 


them, Verily I say unto you, That this poor widow hath cast more 
in, than all they which have cast into the treasury: for all they 
did cast in of their abundance; but she of her want did cast in 
all that she had, even all her living." 


"Sacrifice" is a word which comes to have a deeper meaning as 


we approach Good Friday. We have been thinking of the word and 
might have been making some personal sacrifices during the 
Lenten period. But the word itself takes on a deeper meaning when 
we look at the Cross of Calvary. But Jesus made much of the sac- 
rifices of those whom He noticed during His earthly ministry. In 
the text we have the story of the widow who came to the Temple 
to worship. A« she passed by the offering box, she put in just a 
small amount. Others before her had given great amounts. But 
Jesus saw more than the ordinary observer would see and saw 
that that was all that she had.

Sacrifice will take on a deep- 
er meaning In our livea when we are willing to dedicate all that 
we have to God—our talents, our time, our possessions, yes, even 
all of life. That ia the sacrifice of the widow in giving all that she, 
had. That must be ours If we would sacrificially give to God.

Charting the Stars 


AP News features 
STAR GAZING has interested seen for so long that its begin- 
ning in antiquity cannot be traced. Through the ages they 
have tried to group stats in "constellations", many of which| 
•re linked to ancient myths. Charts drawn to show these con- 
stellations have puzzled modems. H. A. Rey was one who 
was puzzled. "There is a better way to chart the stars/' he 
said, and produced a book to prove it. Known for his chil- 
dren's books, his "The Stars" reduces the problem to its 
simplest terms for both children and adults. Here are four 
illustrations of the old and new charts taken from Rey's book. 
His charts are at right. 


GREAT BEAR - This star group which contains the Big 
Dipper is one of the best known in the northern sky. The two 
stars farthest from the handle of the Dipper point to the 
North Star around which Rey groups his charts of the stats* 
The Bear is visible all year. 


HERCULES provides, a picture-of the hero with a club when 
Rey charts it. Best seen May through October.

Return of Hornsby 
Viewed by Talbot

Under Hornsby-the Browns will 


be no laughing stock. They will 
be a colorful, fighting ball club 
and they will help attendance all 
around the American League. They 
will not finish last and they could 
finish as high as fifth if any of 
several pitchers delivers as he has 
sworn to do for his manager. 


For some reason not easily dis- 


cernable, Hornsby commands a 
fierce loyalty both from his young- 
er players and from veterans who 
have been cast off by other clubs. 
Several of the latter, in particular, 
such as shortstop Marty Marion 
and pitcher Tommy Byrne, can be 
counted upon to give it a terrific 
try. Perhaps they feel they have 
a common bond with the man who 
was an outcast for so long.
